W EEK, IO DAYS 


HARRISBURG IM — Prosecution 
of ringleaders of recent riots at 
Rockview Penitentiary will begin 
“ within the next week or IO days” 
says Atty. Gen. R obert E. Wood­ 
side. 
Woodside m ade the statem ent in 
ordering on Friday the criminal 
prosecution of 79 convicts involved 
in uprisings last m onth at W estern 
State Penitentiary in Pittsburgh. 
The Rockview riot started Jan. 19 
as the Pittsburgh disorder was be­ 
ing quelled. The second outbreak 
was settled Jan. 22. 
In issuing the prosecution order. 
Woodside disclosed that the Jan 
18-19 outburst at W estern Peniten­ 
tiary stem m ed from a foiled at­ 
tem pt by 25 convicts to escape. 
Have Full Story 
" I am convinced the true story 
of the attem pted break and subse­ 
quent prison riots has been learned 
by the state police,” Woodside said, 
“ and that the evidence obtained is 
sufficient to convict m ost lf not 
all of those responsible for the at­ 
tem pted break, the riot and other 
offenses.” 
Woodside said he acted on in­ 
form ation supplied by a six week 
investigation conducted by two of 
his deputies and 12 state police 
detectives. 
Signed statem ents “ from some 
of the crim inally responsible and 
information obtained from other 
inm ates 
and 
g uards” 
were 
the 
basis for the prosecution orders, 
Woodside said. 
The results of the investigation 
“ which related to the m anagem ent 
and operation of the institution” 
have been turned over to a special 
five-man com m ittee appointed by 
Gov. Fine to investigate the state’s 
penal system . The group is headed 
by retired arm y general Jacob L. 
Devers. 
A W elfare D epartm ent spokes­ 
m an said no detailed estim ate of 
dam ages at the two prisons has 
been drawn up. 
Unofficial esti­ 
m ates of dam age at W estern alone 
ranged from $50,000 to $200,000.

Morse Says War 
Is More Likely Now 


PHILADELHPIA (AV-Sen. Morse 
(Ind-Ore)

possibility of World War III by its 
foreign policy in Asia. 
Morse, who bolted the Republi­ 
cans to support Democrat Adlai 
Stevenson for the presidency, said 
yesterday on the televised “Junior 
Press Conference” : 
“We must build up the produc­ 
tivity of Europe and take an en­ 
lightened capitalism to Asia in 
order to defeat communism.” 
Morse said instead the Eisen­ 
hower administration is trying to 
defeat communism on the military 
field instead of destroying it eco­ 
nomically.

The Lindbergh story, covering 
the famous flier’s life up to June, 
1927 — right after he flew the 
Atlantic ocean from New York to 
Paris — will be published in book 
form by 8cribners in the fall. 
Post Editor Ben Hibbs said his 
magazine would use only 65,000 
words of the 180,000 Lindbergh 
manuscript. 
The flier reportedly will receive 
$100,000 for the magazine rights.

Only by the use 
of so-called “contact” insecticides, 
those that cause death by direct 
contact, can aphids be killed. This

GROW FERTILITY AND MULCH 
A man is found hasid# a water­ 
hole in the desert, emaciated and 
in a coma from starvation. He 
has survived for almost a month 
on the little tepid water ha could 
scoop from the spring. A physician 
is summoned and announces sfter 
his hurried diagnosis that the man 
is near death from lack of food:. 
He orders the victim to a hospital 
and prescribes a strict diet of j 
nothing but coffee for the next two 
! years - no food, no nursing care, 
just cif fee. 
That situation is comparable to 
the way we treat our garden and 
, farm soils. We impoverish them 
with years of robbing them of 
nurtients and returning little or 
nothing to replace out thefts. To a t-1 
tempt to correct the trouble we 
dose them with comm sri cal ferti­ 
lizers — synthetic stimulants, for­ 
getting that what they actually 
and critically need is nourishment, 
Just plain, ordinary plant foods. 
What are natural plant foods? 
How may tired, worn soils be re­ 
juvenated? 
Natural soil fertility originally 
consist 
of 
decayed 
vegetation 
mixed with clay or sand. That is 
how a virgin forest soil is built. 
That explains why new ground land 
is so rich and mellow and why J 
farmers do not apply commerical j 
fern I leers when they farm new ly. 
cleared timber land. Therefore, it 


I is reasonable to assume that one 
j of the best ways to build up run­ 
down garden and farm soils is to 
follow Hie same pattern — inoor- 
portate recaysd or decaying vegeta- 
1 don. And that It IOO per cent true. 
But what about the coffee? 
After the starving man is fully 
nourished and his body is restored 
to vigor by well balanced meals, 
then coffee serves its only role— 
a temporary and brief stimulant. 
That, too, is the only role for ferti­ 
lizers:. The serve to stimulate plant 
growth in soils other wise well 
balanced and deeply mellow and 
fertile. Fertilizers do not and never 
will correct soil defects or take the 
place of natural soil nutrients.

SUSPEND PROF. 
AT TEMPLE U.; 
WOULDNT TALK 


PHILADELPHIA im — Temple 
University has suspended a pro­ 
fessor who refused to testify before 
the House Un-American Activities 
Com mittee. It charged the teach­ 
e r’s action had "deliberately crea- 
ated a doubt" as to his loyalty to 
Am erica. 
Dr. R obert L. Johnson, Tem ple 
president, suspended Dr. Barrow s 
Dunham , professor of philosophy, 
under provisions of a state loyalty 
law which requires the university 
to guarantee that no "subversive 
persons are in its em ploy." 
Dr. Johnson in a letter to the 
professor yesterday said that Dun­ 
ham 's refusal to answ er questions 
of the House com m ittee "created 
a doubt as to your loyalty statu s." 
Dunham replied strongly: 
"I conceive that no act of m ine 
could have better displayed m y 
loyalty to this country and its 
traditions than the course I fol­ 
lowed last F riday." 
Dr. Johnson wrote, " I cannot 
agree that this lack of co-opera­ 
tion Is consistent with your obliga­ 
tions as a teacher and your re­ 
sponsibilities to all m em bers of 
Temple University and to the so­ 
ciety of which it Is a p art." 
Dr. Johnson today takes over as 
head ot the International Inform a­ 
tion Adm inistration, which oper­ 
ates the Voice of Am erica. 
Defending his action, Dunham 
said: 
"In an institution dedicated to 
truth the relations between teacher 
and student, between teacher and 
teacher ought to be protcted. If 
tachers can be required by in­ 
quisitions to reveal the thoughts 
honestly expressed by their stu­ 
dents or colleagues nothing can be 
discussed in the classroom and 
nothing learned. I have been de­ 
fending the integrity of this re la ­ 
tionship. 
"T here is no question that Con­ 


gress has the right as it has the 
power to investigate for legislative 
purposes. What I encountered last 
week, however, was not genuine 
inquiry but public defamation in­ 
tended to extirpate from the col­ 
leges not disloyalty but dissent. 


"I have never concealed 
my 
views nor violated the impartiality 
of the classroom. If the regularly 
appointed bodies of the university 
will consider m y record they will 
discover m y suspension to be as 
unjust as it is unwise."
